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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The Examiner has carefully considered Applicant's amendments and accompanying 
remarks filed on 1 1 /03/2003. The amendments to the claims have been entered. Despite 
these advances, the amendments are not found to patentable distinguish the claims over the 
prior art and do not overcome the rejection made in the previous office action, and is thus 
maintained. Applicant's arguments are not found to be persuasive in terms of patentability 
and thus the action is made final. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed on 1 1 /03/2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant's first traversal is that each and every limitation must be met for 
an anticipatory rejection to be made; to this the Examiner contends that the rejection was 
made on non amended claims and Applicant is arguing amended claims, and furthermore a 
102/103 rejection was made and thus NOT anticipatory. Applicants only other traversal is 
that Sun et al, teach durable and not disposable fabrics. The Examiner contends that 
Applicant is correct in their deduction, however Applicant is arguing points that are not 
claimed, in other words Applicant's argues that the Sun et al reference fails to show certain 
features of Applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which Applicant's relies 
upon, that is being disposable are not recited in the rejected claims. Although the claims are 
interpretated in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. Therefore, in lieu of Examiner's rebuttal Applicant's arguments are found to be 
unconvincing. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over SUN et aL (USPN 5,882,357) as cited in the prior action.
